radio station TOY to amniounce over the network tha formation of the Alianga 
de Partides Democratbicos. “ne four party leadér¢s were Roberto Alvarado 
Beige Secretary Genersi of the Partide Accion Revolucionario (PAR) whe is 
isa president. of the Guatemalan Congress; Alfonso Bauer Paig, Secretary 
ee of the @renbe Poplar Libertader GPL), former THnister of Cinance 
and Public Credit; Uscar dimenez de Leon, fecretary General of the Partido 
fenovacion Nacional (PRN), and vice president, of the Guatemalan Congress; 
and tliecLas Broll, Secretary General of the Parhide Integridad Nacional fPrN), 
and Minister of Agriculture . Also present were the secretaries of Foreign 
Relations, Bconuny gui Laber, the Interior, and of Public Education. 


Trancisce Fernaxies “onsea, a deputy in tie Guatemalan Congress, read the 
joint statemertt of the four parties, which began by saying that they were not 
Gamunists, or aiti-Catholic, and tnat they had been branded as Corymunists 
by reactionaries. The constitution of Guatemala cuaranteed unrestricted 
freedom of relicion, Sernaraez continued, and that right the wnited deno- 
cratic parties respected. iowever, they were united to defend the lerally- 
constituted covermment of Colonel Jacobo Arbeng, and to see that he would 

be able to carry out the sovermient precram he- hues So patriotically pledced 
hinself to de. He made if clear, however, that each of the four parties 
would continue to work inuependentiy and in aeeencants with its ovm ideolocy, 
and that the Alianza ad come into being only fo support and defend the covern- 
ment of Colonel Arbenz. 


The next Speakers Frovessor Aifonse Molina Flores, Secretary of Propasanda 
of the PIN, ratitied the Jcint statement for his party. Namel Galich, 
Minister of Foreign Nelations, and Hwaberto Gonzalez Juarez, member of the 
Political Commission of tne party, whe spoke for Major Carlos Paz Tesada,+ 
the chief of the Office of Propagerda ancl Publicity of the Presidency, both 
expressed preat satis. fact ion over the formation of the Alianza de Par tides 
Democraticos, and agreed taat it not only cuaranteed the internal security of 
the country but also suaranteed support. for Colonel Arbeng and any foreign 
arreenents his goverment wight have made or had now under consideration.
